ing letter sent by the fire chief to the 
city comptroller when he sent his es:l- 
mates for the year first of all to the 
ccmptroller’s department. 

The mayor, who wae revajled to the 
witness stand, swore that he had nct 
geen this ietter before and had no 
knowledges of !t. 

The letter which wag written by the

OTTAWA, Mar. 2—The principal 
mineral producing province of Canada 
according to the returns for 1921, wae 
Ontar!o where the value of mineral 
production was $54,505,770. British 
Columbia came second with a mineral 
production valued at nearly $35,000,- 
000. Nova Scotia was a close third 
with $32 500 000. Alberta ranked 
fourth with $29,00.000. Quebec wis 
fifth with $14 600,000, and Manitoba, 
Yukon, New Brunswick and Saskat- 
chewan followed in the order namei 
with production between one and two 
million dollars each.

The question of public school, high!

In its essence it is less a personal conflict between Mr. Lloyd George and Sir George Younger, leader 
of the Conservative secessionists, than a symptom of the struggle on the part of the three principal 
partics—Conservative, Liberal and Labor—to abandon the coalition system, which is generally consid- 
ered to have outlived its usefulness, and get back to the old party system. 

In this struggle, Mr. Lloyd George occupies a somewhat anomalous position, inasmuch as, al- 
though head of the government, he has no direct control of the party funds or the electoral machinery 
since he is the accepted leader of neither the Conservative nor the Liberal party, each wing of the 
coalition having retained its own party machinery. 


Sir George Younger ts chairman of ¢—————— 


the umionist organisation which con- 
trols the party funds and representa 
the whole Conservativ party of the 
country. He was appointed to that 
position by Andrew Bonar Law, who, 
although he retired from the leader- 
ship of the house of commons on 
account of ill-health is still titular 
leader of the Conservative party as 
@ whole. Younger, therefore, can- 
not be dethroned except by a vote of 
the whole party and, if he elects to 
stand firm, will continu to control the 
partys funds. 
Die Hards in Revolt 

The revolt includes ebout fifty of 
the “die hard” members of the house 
of commons but it has the sympathy 
of a great number of the other Con- 
servative members and their following 
in the country, Presumably, there- 
tore, the crisis will continue until a 
meeting of the whole Conservative 
party is held. 

Sir George Younger and hia adher- 
ente are credited with being fully 
aware that they stand no chance at 
present with the electorate, but would 
prefer to be in opposition rather than 
continue an arrangement in which 
they ere powerless to advance their 
own (policy in the coalition. On the 
other hand, the ministere both Con- 
servative and Liberal, are anxious to 
maintain the coalition government in 
power because they consider there is 
‘ttle prospect of the government be- 
ing returned to power in the event of 
diasolution and elections.

What the Future Holds 

“The government might at some 
time in the future, feel ftself so com- 
mitted to eome question of policy that 
the defeat of the measure would of 
necessity require the government's 
resignation. I am of the opinion that 
no signe will be tacking when the 
government loses the confidence of the 
house, 

“I do not think I can conscientiour- 
ly gay anything more than that I will 
to the best of my abikty live up to 
the highest traditions of British par- 
liamentary procedure. 

When Hon. Mr. Boyle disputed the 
order of the amendment of Messrs. 
Smith and forster, because it did not 
“change the resolution to any material 
effect,” Speaker McPherson ruled that 
it was within the rulee ag he inter- 
preted them. Mr. Boyle declared the 
amendment was the same thing as the 
motion itself, excepting that it was 
presented tn e@ “dittle Setter iiterary 
style.” <An@ in this connection it 
might be mentioned that the emend- 
ment was agreed upon in government 
caveus before being brought into the 
houwe, Messrs. Moore and Léve stand- 
ing by their originel motion only to 
the extent of formally proposing it 
to the house. 

Objects to Violation 

After the house hed voted the reso- 
lution in order Dr. J. &. Stewart, 
(Cona) Lethoridge, sald that ines-

Mr. Boyle pointed out, !n outlining 
the british syetem of responsible gov- 
ernment as opposed to representative 
govermmeat, that men Were unimport- 
ant under the British eystem in the 
last analysig and that principle and 
pol. alone endured. He reminded 
Mr. Moore that divisions were not al- 
ways along party lines in the house, | 
and he hoped conditions would never 
|be such that this would prevail. After 
comparing the British and American 
systems he gaid he ventured the siate- 
ment that Canada or any other seif- 
governing dominion of the Empire 
would not charge their systems of 
government for any other. Here he 
was loudly applauded from all sides of 
the house, but the government bench- 
es shouted “No, no,"’ when Mr. Boyle 
thought the resolution was an attempt 
to copy Some of the American system 
of government. He claimed that many 
American public men favored the 
Canadl.n system of responsible gov- 
ermmment over the representative plan, 
and went on to emphasise the fact 
that electors in Canada held their 
representatives strictly accountable 
for both legislative and administration 
responsibilities, 

Robt, Pearson favored the prinolple 
of the resolution, but claimed it 
should merely require the extension of 
the British parliamentary aystem to 
the legislature. He read vopiousty 
from various authorities, and recited 
Innumerable instances of British 
premiers from Pitt the elder, to Lloyd 
George, to prove that adverse votes in 
the commons did not necessitate the 
resignation of a ministry. He claimed 
the King or his representatives never 
interfered except on the suggestion of 
the premier and hig cabinet. “There 
is no need for the resolution és ‘t 
@tands,” dclared Mr. Pearson, “for we 
should simply follow out British pro- 


cedure." i 
Stes Independence 

J. R. Love. Wainwright. was sur- 
prised to hear that under the old ays- 
tem members could vote ag they liked. 
He, howevr, thought more independ- 
ent action and careful legtelation! 
would result from the resolution. 
“After many centuries people are Dow 
alive to public questions,” he con- 
cluded, and were no longer being in- 
terested only at election time. The 
motion would in No way interfere with 
the powers of the leutenant-governor.

Burt they also found it was rather 
densely inhabited by ‘naked cannibals who 
simply doted on nice fat white people. 
And both Mr. amd Mrs, Landrock are 
Tatber well built. 

Too Hungry Tenarts 
| The Dutch government officials {n Bor. 
neo warned the Landrocks not to go too 
near their possessions and told them the 
| government could not protect them from

Paris, March 2.—Premier Poincare, speaking at a lun- 
cheon given by the Anglo-American press association yester- 
day, said that “French imperialism is the old scarecrow which 
long ago was laid to rest alongside the tomb of Napoleon in the 
Invalides.’’ 

He declared there was not @ single Frenchman who had a 
thought, either for the present, for tomorrow or for a later 
period, of any warlike enterprise or of annexations. 

‘““We have no other wish than to guarantee peace,’’ con- 
tinued the premier. ‘‘Unfortunately, we are not guaranteed 
against those who might trouble it. Unlike England, with 
her sea belt, and unlike the United States by the absence of 
any dangerous neighbor we are obliged to adopt some pre 
cautions against a renewed attack and invasion. It is not with 
a light heart that we still impose upon ourselves sacrifices in 
order to remain /n a state of defence.’’

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Money Going Out of Business, 


London financial and ‘rade 
journals have found a new cause 
for worry. People have been 
buying Government and other 
“gilt edge’ ‘bonds too freely. 
That is a strange cayse for appre- 
hension. Usually the complaint 
is that these securities have to be 
pushed on the market by appeals 
to patriotism and by emphasising 
the soundness of the security as 
a counter attraction to the larger 
earnings open to capital in other 
directions. Seemingly as the sit- 
uation now stands in Britain bonds 
offer the most profitable as well 
as the most secure investment, 
and there has been a rush of buy- 
ers that sent the prices soaring. 
As a proof of public confidence 
in the financial solvency of the 
country that is conclusive, and it 
no doubt makes easier the heavy 
burdens of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. z 

But there is another side to the 
ease. It is claimed that a large 
part of the funds now being put 
into bonds are being withdrawn 
from business; that the propri- 
etors of industrial and commercial 
concerns are putting their working 
capital into interest-bearing se- 
cnrities instead of keeping it 
available for buying goods and 
paying wages and keeping the 
wheels of the commercial ma- 
chine turning. That indicates a 
belief that ‘business is to ccntin- 
ue quiet for some time. It also 
implies that after a while there 
will be another rush to unload the 
bonds in order to get money to 
take advantage of the returning 
opportunities for business, How- 
ever desirable it is that the na 
tional credit should stand high, it 
is essential that ‘industry and 
trade go on if the nation is to pros- 
per, and the withdrawal of capital 
from these fields of activity will 
not help toward an early revival. 
When business men take money 
out of business the signs aro not 
good. 


An Election In Order, 


In the Manitoba Legislature 
the Government has been accused 
of threatening to call on election 
—in order to stem the flool of 
hostile oratory and get action cn 
the public business. Premier 
Norris denies the charge, and says 
the Government is the last party 
to want an election. That ought 
to convince his accusers, the more 
so that there is no room to doubt 
the candor of the concluding de- 
slaration. The Government there 
helds office by grace of its up- 
ponents, or because tliese hav+ not 
as yet succeeded in agrecing 
among themselves how they would 
divide the places and spoils if they 
custed the administration and 
took control. That the Ministers 
are anxious to comunit ‘political 
suicide by calling an election at 
which they would be pretty certa.n 
of defeat there is no reason to sup- 
pose. 

However satisfactory it may be 
to the mentbers of the Legislature 
to know that they are not going 
to ‘be ‘‘thrown to ‘the wolves’’ if 
the Government is not pressed too 
hard by its critics, the taxpayers 
of the Province may see in the 
situation an element not so favor- 
able for themselves, When a 
Government admits that it is 
afraid to go to the country it 
admiis that it is governing with- 
out even claiming that it posses- 
6es the confidence of the public.
